Foch io Hold Initiative 


This new attack, launched just three 


weeks after Marshal Foch's masterly 
counter offensive against the western 
Bide of the Soissons-Rheims salient, has 
been expected since the Germans were 
driven back to the Aisne and the Vcsle. 


It was not believed that the allied com- 
mander would permit the initiative to 
pass to the enemy after the stunning 
defeat administered to him alone the 
Marne. 
Foch is known to be an of- 


fensive fighter and it has been pre- 
dicted that a new blow would fall on 
the German lines before they had time 
to reorganize their shattered divisions 
behind the Vesle and the Aisne. 


Three German Retirements 


The Germans seemed to have had 


knowledge of. the plans of the allied 
commander-in-chief for during- the past 
10 days they have carried out three 
local retirements in the northern sec- 
tors of their line, two of these with- 
drawals being in the Picardy salient 
one on each side of Albert, along the 
\ncre river, and the other along the 
4-vre river, north of Montdidier. 


In both cases the enemy retired to 


positions before which rivers form par- 
tial protection.

"In virtually all of the cases coming 
before this board the contention is put 
forth that the motoris,t made good use 
of his horn. Nevertheless the accident 
occurred. Why? 


"Because in many cases the honking 


of a horn not only warns a person but 
also startles him. Take the case of 
three or four children playing in a 
street, along which an auto comes at 
an ordinary clip. The children are in- 
lent on their play, probably they are 
moving about but not toward the mid- 
dle of the street. When the auto is 
within twenty or thirty feet they hear 
the honk of a horn.

Federal Trade Commission 


Urges President to Act and 
Break 'Up "Trust" 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—Government 


acquisition and control of all the prin- 
cipal stockyards, 
cold storage plants 


and warehouses and both refrigerator 
and "cattle cars, have been recommend- 
ed tp the president by the federal trade 
commission 
to destroy a 
monopoly 


which it declares Swift & Co.. Armour 
& Co., Morris & Co., Wilson & Co., Inc., 
and the Cudahy Packing Co.. exercise 
not only over the meat of the country, 
but other necessary food supplies. 


The report is based upon exhaustive 


hearings conducted recently in many 
cities and was 
made 
public 
tocFay 


through the White House. It has been 
In the hands of the president since 
July 5, and it was explained that it 
had not previously been issued 
"be- 


cause the president wished first to be 
in possession of full information." 


Basing its statement upon a great 


volume 
of evidence examined, much 


of it taken from the confidential files 
of the packing companies, the com- 
mission says the 
power 
of 
the five 


packing companies "has been and is 
being unfairly and illegally used" to; 


Manipulate livestock markets. 
Restrict interstate and international 


supplies of food. 


Control the prices of dressed meats 


and other foods. 


Defraud both the producers of food 


and consumers. 


Crush effective competition. 
Secure special privileges from rail- 


roads, stockyard companies and mu- 
nicipalities and profiteer. 


"While we have found," said the re- 


port, "and will disclose to you an in- 
tricate fabric of 'monopolies, controls, 
combinations, 
conspiracies 
and 
re- 


straints,' which would seem to indicate 
a. similarly complex and minute sys- 
tem of legislative or administrative 
remedies, we believe that an adequate 
remedy may be more simply arrived 
at 


"We believe that if the fundamental 


and underlying: evils are rooted out, 
the whole structure of conspiracy, con- 
trol, monopoly and restraint must fall. 


Committee's Re«omnienciutlon« 


"If these five.great. concerns owned 


no packing plants and killed no cat- 
tle and still retained control of the in- 
struments of transportation of market- 
ing and storage, their position would 
be no less strong t.han it is." 


The commission then recommended: 
»(1)—That tho government acquire, 


through 
the railroad administration, 


all rolling stock used for the trans- 
portation of meat animals, and that 
such ownership be declared a govern- 
ment monopoly. 


(2)—That the government acquire, 


through the railroad administration, 
the principal and necessary stockyards 
of the country to be treated as freight 
depots and to be operated under such 
conditions as will insure open, com- 
petitive markets, with uniform scale of 
charges for all services performed, and 
the acquisition or establishment of 
such additional yards from time to time, 
as the future development of livestock 
production in the United States mny 
acquire. This to include customary ad- 
juncts of stockyards. 


"(3)—That the government acquire, 


through 
the railroad administration, 


all privately owned refrigerator cars 
and all necessary equipment for their 
proper operation, and that such owner- 
ship be declared a government mon- 
opoly. 


"(O—That the federal 
government 


acquire such of the branch houses cold 
storage plants and warehouses as are 
necessary to provide facilities for the 
competitive Tnarketing and storage of 
wood products in tho principal

ters of distribution and 
consumption.

Plant Makes Record for 
Speedy Shipment 


MANCHESTER, England. (By mail) 


(By Associated Press.)—Two days af- 
ter the British began their big drive 
on the Somme, a rush order for 5000 
shells was given one of the projec- 
tile 
factories 
in this district. 
So 


promptly was the order executed that 
the shells reached the British gunners 
in time to be used for smashing the 
enemy's first counter-attack. 


This shows ho\V closely the muni- 


tion plants are related to the front 
and gives an idea of the remarkable 


•- degree of co-operation that exists be- 


tween the shell-maker at home and 
the soldier in the field. 


The story of this district's achieve- 


ments iu the manuiacture oi muni- 
tions, iliustriiteci by tut ucmat opera- 
tions, were unioKied recently to a 
party oi 
allied newspapermen, 
in- 


cluding a representative oi The Asso- 
ciated Press, 
which 
inspected 
the 


factories under the guidance of oiti- 
ciais oi the ministry of munitions. 


The party saw a great industrial 


district, 
comprising 
the counties oi: 


Westmorland, Cumberland^. Lancash- 
ire, the whole ot" North Wales, and 
the Isle of Alan, which had been con- 
verted into a vast co-ordinated plant 
for the turning out or war material. 
Everywhere was evidence of how the 
factories, abruptly terminating their 
peacetime work, had cleared deck for 
wartime action. 


It was in June, 1915, that David 


Lloyd George, then minister of muni- I 
tions, visited Manchester and told the 
manufacturers and business men that 
the country needed a huge supply of 
munitions and needed them at once. 
At that time the great demand was 
for shells. They must be had, not six 
months . hence, but immediately. 


The Manchester District Engineer- 


ing 
Trades 
Employers' 
association 


called a meeting at once, at which 
non-federated linns also were repre- 
sented. 
The chid" question considered 


was whether it was wiser to es- 
tablish special national plants ior tne 
manufacture 
of shells, or to utilize 


the resources for the work available. 
It was decided to follow the second 
plan, as it assured quicker results. 


Textile manufacture is the principal 


industry of the -Manchester district, 
and at first it appeared that thu ma- 
chinery used in the textile factories 
was entirely unstated, to munitions 
production. But by perseverance and 
ingenuity, the textile machinists have 
contrived to adapt their machinery so 
well to the work that they are now 
the largest shell producers in the re- 
gion. 


At the 
beginning, 
virtually only 


shells were turned out, but gradually 
the field of manufacture was extended 
until now it covers, 
besides shells, 


airplanes, 
motor transport vehicles. 


guns, trench mortars and projectiles, 
hand grenades and 
bombs, mines. 


submarine engines, steam engines and 


. turbines, 
scientific 
instruments and 


guages, and a variety of other muni- 
tions, machinery and appliances used 
for warfare. 


As an example of the concentrated 


energy now being employed, in the 
Manchester district, it is pointed oui

Aisne-Marne Region 


WASHINGTON, Aug. S.—Back from 


a trip throug-h French territory taken 
from the Germans In the Aisne-Marne 
drive, Andre Tardieu, high commis- 
sioner of France to the United States, 
has informed the commission's head- 
Quarters here of his satisfaction over 
what he saw. 


"On the. fourth," said his cablegram. 


"I went wilh M. Clemenceau to Sols- 
sons and the whole reconquered re- 
gion. It is indisputable and it must

German withdrawal followed by a 


French 
occupation, but 
a German 


withdrawal forced by a French vic- 
tory. 


"The fights of Aug. 1 and 2 were es- 


The prisoners gathered 
during these two days declared that 
they hart' received the order to hold 
their lines at any price.

STATE HOUSE, Boston, Aug. S.— 


The auto horn doesn't avert accidents 
in which 'motor cars are concerned to 
the extent credited to it, according to 
James W. Synan of the highway corn- 
mission in discussing accident preven- 
tion today. 
, 


"Fewer persons would be knocked 


down in the roadway if the person at 
the steering wheel drives his car slow- 
ly and carefully rather than continu- 
ing at his ordinary speed and relying 
upon the honking of a horn," sair he. 
"In virtually all of the cases coming 
before this board the contention is put 
forth that the motorist made good use 
of his horn. Nevertheless the accident 
occurred. 
Why? 


''Because in many cases the honking 


of a horn not only warns a person but 
also startles him. Take the case of 
three or four children playing in a 
street, along which an auto comes at 
an ordinary clip. The children are in- 
tent on their play, probably they are 
moving about but not toward the mid- 
dle of the street. When the auto is 
within twenty or thirty feet they hear 
the honk of a horn. ' At the same 
moment one of the mothers or several 
of them hear it. They call to the chil- 
dren to 'look out' or 'come here.' If 
a child is on the opposite side of the 
street he instinctively crosses to his 
mother, also the mother darts out to 
protect him. Then the accident occurs. 


"These piteous cases among children, 


and, I might add, among aged and in- 
firm people, naturally nervous, could 
to a large degree be eliminated," con- 
tinued the commissioner, "were the au- 
toist to think less of sounding his horn 
and more of driving slowly. It is sig- 
nificant that no accidents occur when a 
machine is running at a low rate of 
speed. 
They never develop for the 


reason that the pedestrian has ample 
time to get out of the machine's path 
or the autoist to come 
to complete 


stop before striking anyone. Should 
this precaution be observed by drivers 
of cars there would be a striking fall- 
ing off in the number of these kind of 
HOYT.
